To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Guildford  Rural 

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1962.  This 
Report  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  Circular  1/63. 

For  the  greater  part  of  the  year  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
was  Dr.  Haine.  Pending  final  arrangements  being  made  for  the 
integration  of  Guildford  Rural,  Hambledon  Rural  and  Haslemere 
Urban  Districts  into  the  County  Divisional  Scheme,  I was  appointed 
Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  these  three  Districts  during  the 
final  quarter  of  the  year. 

The  health  of  the  District  remained  good,  and  the  statistics 
compare  favourably  with  the  country  as  a whole.  The  Population 
of  the  Rural  District  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  as 
55,830,  this  being  an  increase  of  650  over  the  previous  year.  The 
natural  increase  of  population  shown  by  the  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  was  479,  so  that  migration  into  the  District  accounted  for 
171  persons. 

Births.  The  number  of  live  births  for  1962  was  1,011,  com- 
pared with  1,008  in  1961.  The  Birth  Rate  corrected  by  the  Regis- 
trar General’s  Comparability  Factor — which  is  to  adjust  the  Rate 
for  the  district  as  if  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  population 
were  in  the  same  proportions  as  for  the  country  as  a whole,  and 
taking  residential  institutions  into  account — is  18.54  Per  Looo  of 
the  population.  The  national  figure  is  18.0,  compared  with  17.4  in 
1961. 

Deaths.  The  corrected  Death  Rate  for  1962  is  10.29,  com- 
pared with  10.46  in  1961.  This  compares  favourably  with  the 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  11.9,  and  12.0  in  1961. 

Causes  of  Death.  The  analysis  of  the,  causes  of  death  will  be 
found  in  the  main  body  of  the  report.  As  in  previous  years,  the 
principal  causes  were:  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation;  Vas- 
cular Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  (i.e.,  lesions  of  the  blood 
vessels  in  the  brain  and  nervous  system) ; Pneumonia  and  Bron- 
chitis; Cancer. 

Education  of  the  public  in  health  matters  is  the  most  urgent 
problem  of  the  day,  both  nationally  and  locally,  as  it  is  the  indi- 
vidual himself  who  must  make  decisions  and  take  actions  in  the 
hope  of  preventing  the  onset  of  certain  disabilities.  New  diseases 
require  new  methods  of  prevention,  and  in  the  prevention  of 
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disease  we  must  look  to  the  future.  What  was  good  enough  for 
our  fathers  is  not  good  enough  for  us! 

The  problems  confronting  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
the  General  Practitioner  have  changed  during  the  past  two  genera- 
tions. Before  the  turn  of  the  century  polluted  water  supplies,  inade- 
quate housing,  lack  of  sanitation,  lack  of  proper  food  and  lack  of 
leisure,  brought  epidemics  of  infectious  disease  made  more  severe 
by  poverty  and  malnutrition,  while  the  Death  Rate  among  infants 
and  children  was  appalling. 

To-day  the  pendulum  has  swung  to  the  opposite  extreme.  To- 
day our  society  suffers  from  the  Diseases  of  Prosperity.  Due  to 
immunisation  and  vaccination  against  Infectious  Diseases  and  im- 
proved social  conditions,  we  survive  the  infectious  hazards  of  infancy 
and  childhood  only  to  fall  victim  to  the  diseases  of  middle  life — 
chronic  bronchitis,  heart  disease  and  cancer  of  the  lung.  Now  that 
the  infectious  diseases  are  being  overcome,  the  non-infectious 
diseases  are  increasing  rapidly:  the  problems  of  middle  age  require 
close  attention.  Here  indeed  would  be  a fruitful  field  for  organised 
preventive  medicine. 

The  most  urgent  conditions  requiring  correction,  especially  in 
middle-aged  persons,  are  (I)  obesity,  associated  with  lack  of 
regular  exercise  and  relaxation;  and  (II)  lung  cancer. 

(I.)  Obesity  is  a disease  of  Western  Civilisation — self-imposed 
— which  causes  more  illness  and  damage  to  health  than  malnutri- 
tion ever  did.  Being  overweight  predisposes  a person  to  many 
illnesses,  and  prevents  recovery  from  others,  for  example  high 
blood  pressure,  diabetes,  rheumatism,  bronchitis,  etc.  Insurance 
companies  realise  that  obesity  shortens  the  expectation  of  life,  and 
they  require  higher  premiums  from  such  persons. 

The  housewife  has  a serious  responsibility,  not  only  to  herself 
but  to  her  husband  and  family,  since  she  is  responsible  for  their 
diet.  Often  all  members  of  a family  are  obese.  The  continual 
chewing  of  sticky  sweets,  cakes  and  carbohydrate  meals  results 
each  year  in  a bigger  proportion  of  overweight  children.  The  fat 
school  child,  often  with  accompanying  knock-knees  and  flat  feet 
due  to  the  pressure  of  overweight  on  growing  joints,  demands  en- 
quiry into  the  dietary  habits  of  the  whole  family.  Wrong  eating 
habits  can  become  accepted  as  normal.  The  average  husband,  un- 
willing to  offend  his  wife,  and  not  daring  to  criticise  her  cooking, 
is  prepared  to  consume  practically  anything  she  cares  to  place 
before  him. 

A sedentary  worker,  for  example,  on  returning  from  work  in 
the  evening,  ideally  requires  a light,  sustaining  meal,  followed  by 
mental  relaxation  and  some  form  of  physical  exercise,  perhaps  in 
the  form  of  an  absorbing  hobby.  Quite  often  he  receives,  instead, 
a huge  meal  of  fat  and  carbohydrate.  The  inertia  resulting  from 
this  is  followed  by  an  evening  sitting  gazing  at  television. 

If  the  wife  is  unaware  of  proper  food  values,  she  may  inad- 
vertently contribute  to  her  husband’s  ill-health. 
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Often  less  time  could  be  spent  in  cooking.  Thick  soups,  thick 
sauces,  puddings  and  cakes,  which  take  up  so  much  time  in  pre- 
paration, could  with  advantage  to  health  often  be  omitted  from 
the  daily  diet. 

One  of  the  outward  signs  of  prosperity  in  a community  is  the 
increasing  number  of  cake  shops  and  delicatessen  where  cream  con- 
fections are  a speciality.  There  seem  to  be  more  such  shops  in 
Surrey  than  elsewhere.  It  makes  me  sad  to  see  long  queues  at 
these  shops,  since  I know  that  these  sweetmeats  are  usually  con- 
sumed in  addition  to  an  ample  diet  instead  of  forming  part  of  it, 
resulting  in  the  misuse  of  these  supplementary  carbohydrates. 

Children  and  adults  vary  in  the  amount  of  food  required. 
Ideally  a person’s  weight  at  25  years  should  not  be  exceeded 
throughout  life  by  more  than  a few  pounds. 

(II)  Lung  Cancer.  Of  the  ill  deaths  from  malignant 
disease,  26  were  due  to  lung  cancer.  Following  the  national  trend, 
it  is  an  increase  on  previous  years.  The  associaion  between  cigar- 
ette smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung  has  been  kept  before  the  public 
following  the  Report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians.  The 
Council  contributed  towards  the  cost  of  the  Mobile  Van  from  the 
Central  Council  for  Health  Education  which  will  tour  the  County 
in  1963  addressing  teenage  groups  in  schools  and  youth  clubs.  The 
national  figure  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung,  which  has  risen 
steeply  over  the  last  13  years  from  8,000  to  26,000,  is  in  direct  con- 
trast to  the  rapidly  falling  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  of 
the  lung,  which  has  fallen  dramatically  from  20,000  to  3,000. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  lung,  rising  with 
distressing  regularity,  far  surpasses  each  year  the  number  of  deaths 
due  to  any  infectious  disease  during  any  year  in  this  country,  ex- 
cepting perhaps  the  influenza  epidemic  of  1918/1919,  which  caused 
more  deaths  for  a limited  time.  Yet  the  adult  public  remain 
apathetic  about  cigarette  smoking.  We  must  concentrate  our  efforts 
on  educating  teenage  children  in  this  vital  preventive  measure. 


As  causes  of  death  Bronchitis  and  Broncho- pneumonia  were 
more  than  usually  prevalent  in  March  and  April.  Persons  over  60 
were  mostly  affected,  and  no  doubt  this  was  the  aftermath  of  the 
prolonged  winter.  Much  permanent  ill-health  and  absence  from 
work  is  caused  by  chronic  bronchitis. 

Many  Old  Age  Pensioners,  suffering  from  bronchitis,  do  not 
have  sufficient  fuel  for  fires  or  other  means  of  heating  during  the 
winter  months.  Where  the  needs  of  elderly  persons  become  known, 
the  National  Assistance  Board  can  make  an  extra  allowance  dur- 
ing the  winter  months.  Other  agencies,  such  as  the  W.V.S.,  Red 
Cross,  T.B.  Care  Committee,  give  ready  assistance  in  the  daily 
problems  that  arise  with  old  folk.  The  community  owes  an  im- 
mense debt  of  gratitude  to  these  devoted  helpers,  mostly  women. 
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Infectious  Disease. 

A widespread  epidemic  of  German  Measles  and  Chicken  Pox 
in  infants  and  schoolchildren  occurred  in  March  and  April. 

Of  interest  in  epidemiology  is  the  fact  that  two  diseases  which 
we  hoped  had  long  since  been  conquered  made  an  unwelcome  re- 
appearance in  this  country  this  year.  These  were  Smallpox  and 
Typhoid  Fever. 

Although  no  actual  smallpox  cases  occurred  in  this  District, 
much  surveillance  of  contacts  was  undertaken,  and  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  vaccination  of  travellers  going  abroad.  A tighten- 
ing-up of  regulations  regarding  the  vaccination  state  of  persons 
entering  this  country  has  been  the  subject  of  discussions  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

Notification  of  a case  of  Typhoid  Fever  used  to  be  NEWS. 
Now  it  would  seem  that  there  is  a danger  of  Typhoid  Fever  once 
again  becoming  prevalent  in  this  country,  and  that  this  is  mainly 
due  to  the  growing  popularity  of  foreign  holidays.  On  holiday 
abroad  gastro-intestinal  upset  is  taken  for  granted  by  many  people 
who  at  home  would  request  investigation  and  treatment  for  a simi- 
lar ailment.  Change  in  diet  can  cause  a temporary  upset,  but  the 
possibility  of  infection  by  food  poisoning  or  other  organisms  must 
not  be  overlooked.  The  visitor  usually  recovers  from  his  indisposi- 
tion without  after-effect,  but  a number  of  unknown  “ carriers’ ’ 
return  to  this  country  each  year.  Typhoid,  phage-type  C,  has  been 
isolated  from  quite  a number  of  visitors  to  the  Mediterranean  this 
year. 

An  unexplained  rise  in  temperature  in  a person  who  has  re- 
cently been  abroad  should  be  regarded  with  suspicion. 

T.A.B.  inoculations  are  not  a legal  requirement  for  persons 
travelling  abroad,  but  I would  recommend  the  traveller  to  have 
this  done  in  sufficient  time  before  leaving  this  country.  This  will 
enhance  his  natural  protection  against  Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid 
Fevers,  and  will  also  help  considerably  to  lower  the  carrier  rate 
in  persons  returning  home.  Such  a procedure  should  be  in  addi- 
tion to  the  observance  of  strict  personal  hygiene. 

New  Notifications  of  Tuberculosis  are  few.  The  disease  is  kept 
going  mostly  by  undetected  infection  in  elderly  men.  The  elderly 
man  tends  to  ignore  what  he  terms  “ smoker’s  cough  ” or  " chronic 
bronchitis,”  and  in  that  age  group  the  disease  takes  a more  chronic 
and  less  obvious  course.  He  may  perhaps  have  chronic  tubercu- 
losis. He  is  a source  of  danger,  especially  to  children  and  young 
persons  in  his  own  family,  as  well  as  others.  He  should  have  his 
chest  X-rayed.  The  Mass  Radiography  Service  is  in  addition  to 
the  normal  X-ray  facilities  available  at  hospitals  and  clinics  (the 
times  of  sessions  will  be  found  in  Section  6 of  this  report) . 

The  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  were  improved  still 
further  during  the  year.  Sections  3 to  5 of  this  Report  include, 
inter  alia,  statistics  and  data  reported  by  the  Chief  Public 
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Health  Inspector,  to  whom  I am  indebted.  Being  a pleasant  and 
scattered  rural  district,  many  problems  arise  which  are  absent  in 
urban  areas. 

Caravan  Dwellers  are  attracted  to  this  district.  This  problem 
is  still  with  us.  Many  sites  now  comply  with  the  Caravan  Sites 
and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960,  and  work  proceeds  on 
others.  The  Council  were  concerned  with  the  insanitary  condi- 
tions existing  at  unauthorised  sites  prohibited  by  Court  Order  for 
the  parking  of  caravans,  and  possible  action  to  solve  this  problem 
is  being  considered. 

Main  drainage  works  continue  to  make  progress.  Plans  to 
sewer  remaining  parishes  have  already  been  considered. 

Water  supplied  by  the  major  undertakings  and  larger  private 
supplies  is  usually  of  a very  high  standard.  During  the  year  the 
Wanborough  Manor  Private  Supply,  which  has  caused  anxiety  for 
25  years,  was  replaced  by  a main  from  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Com- 
pany. 

The  Council,  always  keenly  interested  in  the  prevention  of  ill- 
ness, considered  the  problem  of  the  rising  incidence  of  decayed 
and  missing  teeth  in  young  children  and  its  relation  to  the  low 
level  of  fluoride  in  water  supplies  in  this  area,  and  before  the 
Christmas  recess  supported  a proposal  to  add  fluoride  to  water  sup- 
plies to  raise  the  content  to  the  optimum  level  of  1 part  per  million. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  other  Chief 
Officers  for  their  co-operation  and  help;  also  to  all  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  untiring  and  excellent  work 
during  1962.  I wish  to  thank  my  Chief  Clerk,  Mr.  Stuart,  for  his 
assistance  in  compiling  this  Report  and  for  his  reliability  and 
loyalty  at  all  times. 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  the  Chairman  of  the  General 
Purposes  Committee  and  all  Members  of  the  Council,  my  thanks 
are  due  for  their  support  and  encouragement  during  a difficult  year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Laboratory  examinations  are  carried  out  in  the  main  at  the 
Guildford  Public  Health  Laboratory,  although  some  are  done  at 
the  Group  Hospital  Laboratory  at  King  George  V.  Hospital  for 
Chest  Diseases.  The  Guildford  Laboratory  sends  copies  of  reports 
on  all  specimens  examined  for  infectious  organisms  to  the  Public 
Health  Department  as  well  as  to  the  private  doctor  or  hospital  con- 
cerned.

Water  Analysis.  The  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories, 
Grays  Inn  Road,  London,  W.C.i,  continue  to  undertake  chemical 
examination  of  our  water  samples,  also  bacteriological  where  a full 
examination  is  required:  73  samples  were  sent  there  during  1962. 
Samples  for  bacterial  count  only  are  sent  to  the  Guildford  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  as  noted  above. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  whole  of  the  Guildford  Rural  District  is  covered  by  the 
St.  John  Ambulance  Service,  which  carries  out  the  work  on  behalf 
of  the  County  Council. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Parish  of  Send,  the  whole  of  this 
District  is  dealt  with  by  the  Guildford  Division  at  the  Guildford 
Ambulance  Station,  Woodbridge  Road  (Guildford  66334).  There 
are  sub-stations  at  Ash  Vale,  Farnham  and  Godaiming,  but  all  re- 
quests for  assistance  must  be  made  to  the  Guildford  headquarters. 
There  are,  in  all,  12  ambulances  and  6 sitting-case  cars  available 
in  the  Division. 

The  Parish  of  Send  is  dealt  with  by  the  Woking  Ambulance 
Station  (Ottershaw  543).

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  cases  are  now  dealt  with  in  the  same 
way  as  other  cases,  the  necessary  precautions  being  observed  and 
the  vehicle  used  being  cleansed  and  disinfected  after  use. 


In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Aldershot  Borough  Council’s 
Ambulance  Service  (Aldershot  22244)  *s  utilised  at  times  for  cases 
in  that  part  of  the  Rural  District  adjacent  to  Aldershot. 


HOSPITAL  CAR  SERVICE. 

The  Area  Transport  Officer  of  the  Hospital  Car  Service  has 
given  me  the  following  information,  which  is  an  estimate  since  no 
separate  records  are  kept  for  local  authority  districts:  3,910  patients 
from  the  Guildford  Rural  District  were  carried  during  1962,  in- 
volving a mileage  of  55,200.

The  first 
two  classes  are  dealt  with  by  direct  arrangement  with  private 
chiropodists,  the  third  through  voluntary  organisations,  such  as 
the  Red  Cross  and  W.V.S. 

The  Clinics  mentioned  above  are  all  administered  by  and  under  the 
control  of  the  Surrey  County  Council,  except  where  otherwise  stated. 


TILLINGBOURNE  VALLEY  MOBILE  PHYSIOTHERAPY 
SERVICE. 

This  much  appreciated  Service  continues  to  serve  the  parishes 
of  Shalford,  Albury,  St.  Martha  and  Shere,  as  well  as  several 
parishes  in  the  adjoining  Hambledon  Rural  District.  Demands  for 
the  service  continue  unreduced  and,  were  it  easier  to  get  trained 
physiotherapists,  some  thought  could  be  given  to  increasing  the 
service. 

Much  valuable  work  is  done  in  the  care  of  rehabilitation  of  old 
people.  The  Service  fills  a gap  in  the  National  Health  Service, 
which  does  not  provide  physiotherapy  in  their  homes  for  those 
housebound  people  unable  to  visit  hospital  for  treatment,  so  that 
such  persons  unable  to  afford  the  fees  of  a private  physiotherapist 
would  have  no  physiotherapy  treatment  at  all  were  it  not  for  the 
Mobile  Van.  The  necessity  for  this  domiciliary  treatment  will  in- 
crease in  the  future  as  more  and  more  persons  are  living  to  a greater 
age.  An  outstanding  result  of  the  advances  of  medical  science  has 
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been  the  tremendous  increase  in  the  average  expectation  of  life, 
and  due  to  the  marvels  of  antibiotics  and  sulphonamides  people  are 
living  very  much  longer. 

The  Physiotherapist  does  not  spend  all  her  time  doing  things 
for  the  patient.  A great  part  of  her  work  is  in  training  patients  to 
do  things  for  themselves.  She  must  have  initiative  and  enjoy  mix- 
ing with  people.  The  hope  which  she  offers,  and  the  feeling  of 
something  to  live  for,  often  helps  older  patients  to  make  the  neces- 
sary effort  and  overcome  mental  depression  and  frustration.  She 
is  thus  also  a valuable  social  worker. 

The  greatest  part  of  the  year's  work  was  for  osteo-artFritis. 
The  other  large  group  consisted  of  backache,  sciatica  and  injuries 
received  mainly  through  falls.  246  cases  received  treatment  during 
the  year,  and  a total  of  1,257  treatments  were  given. 

MULTIPLE  SCLEROSIS  SOCIETY. 

This  worth-while  society  has  as  its  Hon.  Secretary  Mr.  Farn- 
field,  19,  Dorrit  Crescent,  Rydes  Hill,  Guildford.  Entertainments 
and  social  contacts  are  encouragements  much  enjoyed  by  sufferers 
from  multiple  sclerosis,  and  the  valuable  advice  given  on  how  to 
overcome  and  ease  daily  problems  makes  this  a most  valuable  and 
rewarding  venture. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  VISITING  NURSE. 

With  the  integration  of  the  Public  Health  Department  into 
the  County  Divisional  Scheme,  the  nurse  resigned  in  August  to 
commence  training  as  a Health  Visitor.  Following  are  details  of 
visits  paid  up  to  July,  1962:

HEALTH  PROPAGANDA. 

A special  campaign  was  held  during  the  summer  months  to 
further  the  hygienic  handling  of  food  and  to  try  to  combat  the 
seasonal  increase  of  Salmonella  infections.  Literature  supplied  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Educa- 
tion was  used,  and  posters  were  displayed  in  canteens,  food  shops 
and  on  public  notice-boards. 
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The  public  was  made  aware  of  the  relationship  between  Smok- 
ing and  Lung  Cancer,  and  suitable  posters  were  distributed. 

The  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  held  a Conference 
in  Guildford.  The  Conference,  which  lasted  all  day,  was  open  for 
free  discussion  during  the  afternoon.  The  attendance  was  good, 
and  there  was  a useful  exchange  of  views.  My  thanks  are  due  to 
Dr.  Dalzell  Ward,  the  Director  of  the  service,  for  attending  per- 
sonally and  leading  the  discussion.

HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

This  County  Council  service  is  administered,  for  the  major 
part  of  the  Guildford  Rural  District,  through  the  South-Western 
Division  of  Surrey.  There  are  usually  about  100  Home  Helps 
available  in  the  Division.  Most  of  these  are  resident  in  the  towns, 
i.e.,  Guildford,  Farnham,  Godaiming  and  Haslemere.  Because  of 
the  shortage  in  the  rural  areas,  Home  Helps  living  in  towns  have 
to  come  out  to  the  rural  cases  which,  of  course,  results  in  a great 
deal  of  their  time  being  used  in  travelling. 

There  are  usually  about  12  Neighbourly  Helps  working  in 
addition,  mostly  in  the  rural  areas. 

There  are  a few  Special  Home  Helps  who  help  with  problem 
families  and  very  difficult  cases.  They  usually  remain  with  the 
family  most  days  of  the  week,  and  part  of  their  job  is  to  try  and 
train  the  mother. 

“ Dirty  Money  ” is  payable  where  conditions  in  the  home  are 
particularly  bad.  It  sometimes  happens  that  an  old  and  isolated 
cottage  without  modern  amenities,  occupied  by  an  elderly  person, 
becomes  very  insanitary,  as  the  occupant  has  refused  all  offers  of 
help  and  is  determined  to  remain  independent.  Much  tact  is  re- 
quired in  dealing  with  such  cases. 

There  has  been  no  case  in  our  District  during  the  year  where 
the  Home  Help  Service  has  been  unable  to  meet  our  requests  for 
help. 


HOSPITALS. 

The  hospitals  serving  the  district  are  as  follows:

St.  Luke’s,  Guildford,  385  beds  (including  54  maternity). 
Royal  Surrey  County,  Guildford,  240  beds  (including  15  pri- 
vate beds  and  8 amenity  beds) . Ottershaw  Isolation  Hos- 
pital, 39  chronic  sick  beds.  Green  Lane  Hospital,  Farnham, 
40  chronic  sick  beds. 

Infectious  Disease: 

Ottershaw  Isolation  Hospital,  23  beds.  Green  Lane 
Hospital,  Farnham,  24  beds. 

Chest  Hospitals: 

Milford  Chest  Hospital,  312  beds.  King  George  V.  Hos- 
pital for  Chest  Diseases,  117  staffed,  55  unstaffed. 

There  are  now  Day  Hospitals  for  Old  People  at  St. 
Luke’s,  Guildford,  and  Ottershaw  Hospital.  These  function 
from  Mondays  to  Fridays. 

SP  AST  ICS  CENTRE. 

The  nearest  centre  for  spastic  children  is  at  White  Lodge, 
Guildford  Road,  Chertsey,  and  is  run  under  the  auspices  of  the 
National  Spastics  Society. 

CARE  OF  THE  AGED,  AND  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT, 
1948,  SECTION  47. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  Section  47,  although  preli- 
minary arrangements  were  made  for  so  dealing  with  one  case. 
Finally,  however,  the  person  concerned  agreed  to  go  voluntarily 
into  an  Old  People’s  Home. 

Five  new  cases  of  aged  persons  in  need  were  brought  to  our 
notice,  and  help  for  these  and  other  cases  was  found  in  various 
forms,  such  as  the  provision  of  Home  Help,  reference  to  Welfare 
Officer,  rehousing,  etc. 

BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD:  SEC.  50,  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE 
ACT,  1948. 

One  case  was  arranged  under  this  Section  during  1962. 

MORTUARIES. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  was  invited  to  con- 
tribute towards  the  cost  of  providing  a new  Joint  Mortuary  at  St. 
Luke’s  Hospital,  Guildford,  which  was  being  considered  as  part 
of  the  10-year  Hospital  Plan.  A similar  request  had  been  made 
to  the  Guildford  Borough  Council.  As  the  present  arrangements 
for  the  Guildford  Rural  District,  i.e.,  with  Milford  Hospital, 
Farnham  Hospital  and  Woking  are  completely  satisfactory,  how- 
ever, it  was  decided  to  take  no  action  at  present. 

The  numbers  of  bodies  admitted  to  mortuaries  from  this  Dis- 
trict during  1962  were:  Milford  5,  Farnham  12,  Woking  7. 
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BRITISH  RED  CROSS  SOCIETY. 

The  Red  Cross  is  active  throughout  the  Rural  District,  and  the 
following  table,  summarised  from  information  kindly  supplied  by 
the  Divisional  Director,  Mrs.  Guinness,  gives  some  idea  of  the 
activities.

In  addition  there  are  Voluntary  Aid  Detachments  at  Pirbright, 
Send,  Ash  and  Tongham,  some  of  them  being  of  young  people 
studying  for  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  Awards.  Many  young  people 
also  help  the  elderly  in  such  ways  as  shopping,  shovelling  snow  in 
winter  and  so  on,  and  they  also  help  with  baby  sitting. 

It  is  now  incumbent  upon  home  nursing  cadets  that,  before 
obtaining  their  proficiency  badge,  they  must  do  48  hours’  work  in 
hospital  or  under  the  District  Nurse.  Much  of  that  time  is  spent 
helping  the  elderly  and  chronic  sick.  Not  only  does  this  prove 
helpful  to  the  cadet,  but  is  much  appreciated  by  the  service  through 
which  she  gets  her  experience. 

The  Red  Cross  this  year  purchased  a house  at  Woking,  which 
is  to  be  used  to  house  19  retired  professional  people  suffering  from 
arthritis. 

WOMEN’S  VOLUNTARY  SERVICES. 

Much  good  work  is  done  throughout  the  District  by  the 
Women’s  Voluntary  Service.  Their  activities  touch  upon  prac- 
tically every  aspect  of  home  need.  Following  are  a few  details  of 
major  items,  kindly  supplied  by  the  W.V.S.  Centre  Organiser  for 
the  Guildford  Rural  District,  Mrs.  Sanger:

Private  Water  Sources.  Sixteen  bacteriological  samples  were 
taken  from  private  wells.  Six  samples  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory, 
of  which  three  were  due  to  unsatisfactory  storage  conditions  and 
three  referred  to  premises  within  the  area  of  the  proposed  water 
main  extension  at  Wanborough  (see  notes  below). 


Guildford,  Godaiming  and  District  Water  Board. 

Shere  source:  due  to  insufficient  pressure  to  a dwelling-house 
at  Gomshall,  the  owner  was  advised  to  install  storage  tanks. 

Complaints  of  rust  in  the  water  at  Holmbury  St.  Mary  and 
Peaslake  were  received.  This  was  due  to  disturbance  of  scale 
lining  the  pipes,  and1  was  overcome  by  flushing  of  the  mains. 

This  source  of  supply  has  now  been  replaced  by  new  boreholes 
at  Netley  Mill,  Gomshall,  which  were  taken  into  use  in  the  autumn. 

Wanborough  Manor  Estate. 

The  springs  of  this  source  of  supply  have  been  polluted  for 
over  25  years.  Reliable  chlorination  plant  was  never  installed 
owing  to  the  heavy  cost  involved,  and  advice  to  boil  water  has  con- 
tinued to  be  given,  as  indicated  by  results  of  bacteriological  exami- 
nation. An  extension  of  the  4m.  main  laid  by  the  Wey  Valley 
Water  Company  has  now  been  agreed,  the  Council  guaranteeing 
the  extension  under  Section  36  of  the  Water  Act,  1945,  subject 
to  private  contributions.  This  means  that  at  last  this  private  water 
supply  will  be  abolished  and  all  properties  connected  to  the  main 
supply  with  the  exception  of  two  properties  remotely  situated:  it 
is  hoped  that  an  extension  from  the  mains  of  the  Wey  Valley 
Water  Company  can  be  made  available  to  these  two  remaining 
properties  at  a later  date.  The  constant  anxiety  about  this  unsatis- 
fctory  water  supply  is  at  last  removed. 

SWIMMING  POOLS. 

There  are  a large  number  of  private  swimming  pools  in  this 
area.  In  addition,  there  are  several  pools  used  by  school  children 
and  private  youth  organisations. 

There  is  a public  swimming  pool  at  Shere,  and  an  Instructor’s 
pool  at  The  Lodge,  Effingham,  under  the  control  of  the  Surrey 
County  Council.  The  latter  is  used  by  both  maintained  and  private 
schools,  and  by  various  youth  organisations  in  the  evenings.  Both 
these  pools  have  continuous  circulation  and  chlorination  equip- 
ment. Samples  of  water  from  these  two  pools  are  examined  for 
chlorine  content  and  bacterial  count,  as  indicated  by  the  weather 
and  the  amount  of  use.  Water  analyses  are  made,  and  advice 
given  on  maintenance  and  hygiene  when  required. 

WATERCRESS  BEDS. 

The  watercress  beds  at  Gomshall  are  inspected  periodically. 
The  conditions  there  are  generally  of  a high  standard.  Samples 
of  water  and  of  cress  are  examined  during  the  season. 

In  an  attempt  to  find  a standard  for  watercress,  a Working 
Party  consisting  of  representatives  of  Public  Health  Laboratories, 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  and  of  watercress  growers,  was  set  up.  In  conjunction  with 
this  Dr.  Cook,  of  the  Guildford  Public  Health  Laboratory,  visited 
the  Gomshall  beds  and  took  many  samples  of  (a)  water,  (b)  cress 
before  and  after  washing.  The  Report  of  the  Working  Party  has 
not  yet  been  published. 
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WORKS  IN  HAND 

I am  indebted  to  the  Council's  Surveyor  for  the  following  notes 
on  the  progress  of  main  drainage  schemes. 

Ash  Vale  Main  Drainage- — Phases  I.,  II.,  III.  and  IVA. — 

Work  on  all  Phases  has  been  completed.  A total  of  15.2  miles  of 
sewer  has  been  laid.  A total  of  2,459  properties  are  connected  to 
these  sewers,  and  142  existing  properties  remain  to  be  connected. 

Effingham  Main  Drainage. — A further  28  properties  were  con- 
nected to  the  sewer,  making  a total  of  454  since  the  sewer  was  laid 
in  1957. 

Normandy,  Worplesdon  and  Pirbright  Main  Drainage — Phase 

I.  (southern  half  of  Worplesdon  Parish). — On  the  eight  miles  of 
sewer  serving  the  above  area  1,165  properties  have  been  connected 
to  the  sewers,  which  is  91.30  per  cent,  of  the  total  properties,  old 
and  new,  in  the  drainage  area. 

Peasmarsh  Main  Drainage. — Work  is  in  hand  upon  the  laying 
of  1.5  miles  of  spun  iron  sewer  to  provide  facilities  for  136  proper- 
ties. Two  pumping  stations  are  under  construction,  and  .34  miles 
of  sewer  has  been  laid  to  date. 

Tillingbourne  Valley  Main  Drainage — Phases  III,  IV.  and  V. 

— To  date  454  properties  have  been  connected  to  the  8.9  miles  of 
sewer  of  this  scheme. 

Tillingbourne  Valley  Main  Drainage — Phase  VIA  (Holmbury 
St.  Mary). — Work  is  in  hand  upon  the  laying  of  7 miles  of  sewer 
serving  305  properties.  To  date  2.1  miles  of  sewer  have  been  taken 
into  use  and  11  properties  have  been  connected. 

WORKS  AWAITING  COMMENCEMENT. 

Ash  Vale  Main  Drainage — Ash  Vale  Works  Extension. — Ap- 
proval has  been  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  to  the  obtaining  of  tenders  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
£159,000. 

Normandy,  Worplesdon  and  Pirbright  Main  Drainage — Phase 

II.  (Normandy). — Tenders  have  been  obtained  for  the  laying  of 
8^  miles  of  spun  iron  sewer  serving  properties.  Ministry  approval 
to  the  acceptance  of  the  tender  is  awaited. 

WORKS  IN  PREPARATION. 

Normandy,  Worplesdon  and  Pirbright  Main  Drainage — Phase 

III.  (Pirbright  and  Worplesdon). — Scheme  for  laying  9 miles  of 

spun  iron  sewer  serving  632  properties. 

2.1  miles  of  sewer  have  been  laid  during  the  year  by  private 
estate  developers  of  housing  estates.  70.00  per  cent,  of  all  new 
properties  erected  have  been  connected  to  the  main  sewer. 
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As  a result  of  laying  sewers  33  existing  and  273  new  properties 
have  been  provided  with  main  drainage  facilities  during  the  year. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1961. 

A notice  under  Section  18  of  the  above  Act  was  served  on  the 
owners  requiring  the  repair  of  a private  sewer  serving  six  proper- 
ties. The  necessary  repairs  were  carried  out  within  seven  days, 
and  it  was  not  necessary  for  the  Council  to  carry  out  the  works  in 
default. 


CLEANSING  SERVICES. 

The  free  emptying  of  cesspools,  given  three  monthly  on  re- 
quest, continues.  Where  more  than  one  dwelling  drains  to  a single 
cesspool,  more  frequent  emptying  can  be  carried  out  up  to  monthly 
servicing  for  3 or  more. 

Sewage  from  cesspools  is  discharged  into  main  sewers  when- 
ever possible.  This  policy  has  resulted  in  the  number  of  loads 
disposed  of  on  to  land  being  reduced  progressively  from  6,654 
during  1952  to  2,755  loads  in  1962.

This  service  provides  for  a twice  weekly  collection  of  night- 
soil  from  premises  having  pail  closets  to  which  there  is  reasonable 
access  for  the  Council's  vehicle.

SCAVENGING. 

House  Refuse  Collection  Service. 

A fortnightly  service  of  collection  of  house  refuse  continued 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District  with  the  exception  of 
the  Parish  of  Ash  and  the  Tongham  Ward  of  Seale  Parish,  where 
a weekly  collection  was  operated  serving  a population  of  about 
12,290,  or  a little  over  20  per  cent,  of  the  total  population  of  the 
Rural  area.  While  there  was  no  extension  of  the  weekly  collection 
during  the  year,  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  commence  early  in  1963 
and  be  gradually  extended  through  the  Rural  area. 

Despite  the  additional  strain  on  the  service  due:  to  the  growth 
of  population  and  the  building  of  new  houses  in  the  Rural  District, 
the  service  was  able  to  meet  all  demands. 

Disposal  of  refuse  continued  to  be  by  controlled  tipping  at 
three  separate  tips  on  land  at  Send  Hill,  Send;  Stonebridge,  Shal- 
ford;  and  parish  land  at  Ash.  The  introduction  of  additional 
plant  in  the  year  enabled  a better  standard  of  covering  of  refuse 
on  disposal  to  be  obtained  at  all  tips. 

Work  was  commenced  during  the  year  at  Stonebridge,  Shal- 
ford,  on  the  construction  of  the  Council’s  new  main  Cleansing 
Depot.  The  necessary  buildings  will  be  completed  early  in  1963.

Litter  Bins. 

The  Council  maintain  75  free-standing  large  litter  bins, 
mainly  near  parades  of  shops  and  parking  areas,  and  211  D-type 
post-hung  litter  bins  on  the  main  bus  routes  through  the  District. 

Special  arrangements  are  made  to  clear  litter  bins  provided  at 
public  open  spaces  following  public  holidays,  etc. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Investigations  into  reported  pollution  of  water-courses,  ditches 
and  streams  during  the  year  revealed  minor  pollution  caused  by 
cesspool  overflows  and  poorly  maintained  disposal  systems  at 
private  dwellings.  It  was  found  that  in  one  or  two  cases  sinks  and 
bath  wastes  had  been  diverted  into  surface  water  drains  connect- 
ing to  water-courses  in  order  to  reduce  the  pressure  on  cesspool 
capacity. 

No  major  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams  was  noted  during  the 
year.

An  appeal  for  planning  consent  was  undetermined  at  the  end  of 
the  year.

Lilac  Farm,  Effingham. — Conditions  generally  at  this  fat- 
processing factory  have  improved.  Complaints  from  residents  of 
offensive  smell  and  flies  were  received  during  the  summer. 

Model  Byelaws  for  the  Control  of  Offensive  Trades  within  the 
Parish  of  Effingham  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry.  These  were 
confirmed  in  principle,  but  final  amendments  following  objections 
still  prevent  the  application  of  the  Byelaws. 

Basingstoke  Canal. — Fiom  time  to  time  for  many  years  com- 
plaints have  been  received  about  the  condition  of  the  Basingstoke 
Canal.  The  complaints  have  referred  to  mosquito  and  fly  breed- 
ing, dumping  of  rubbish,  unsafe  condition  of  tow-paths  and 
bridges,  and  so  on. 

There  has  been  in  fact  no  public  health  nuisance,  although 
the  condition  of  the  canal  in  places  is  manifestly  unsatisfactory. 
The  canal  flows  through  several  local  authority  Districts  in  Surrey 
and  Hampshire.  Joint  discussions  were  held  between  the  Surrey 
Districts  and  the  Surrey  County  Council,  with  the  result  that  a 
Civil  Engineer  has  been  appointed  to  survey  the  whole  length  of 
the  canal  in  Surrey. 

Factory  at  Worplesdon. — Complaints  were  received  about 
fumes  from  a small  factory  at  Worplesdon  which  is  used  for  a gear- 
hardening process.  The  process,  which  involves  the  reduction  in  a 
furnace  of  sodium  cyanide,  was  considered  with  the  Factory  In- 
spector. Although  at  this  stage  it  was  not  felt  necessary  to  pursue 
the  matter,  a watch  will  be  kept  on  the  circumstances.

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Complaints  received  during  the  year  under  review  fell  by  28 
per  cent,  to  529  from  the  maximum  reached  in  1961  of  775.  This 
enabled  the  Assistant  Rodent  Officer  to  carry  out  a more  detailed 
survey  in  each  case  and  to  investigate  other  probable  areas  of 
infestation.  The  number  of  infestations  found  fell  by  approxi- 
mately 20  per  cent,  to  771. 

The  number  of  mouse  infestations  reported  at  43  is  a con- 
siderable reduction  on  the  figures  for  the  previous  three  years, 
as  shown  in  the  following  table.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956. 

Under  Section  3 (3)  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  four  notices 
of  intention  to  install  furnaces  rated  in  excess  of  55,000  B.T.U.s 
were  received  in  respect  of  five  furnaces. 

Eight  complaints  were  received  regarding  smoke  emission,  six 
of  which  concerned  the  burning  of  scrap  or  waste  material  at  indus- 
trial premises,  and  were  dealt  with  by  informal  discussion  with  the 
persons  concerned.  There  was  no  persistent  smoke  nuisance  from 
any  single  premises. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960. 

A total  of  16  complaints  alleging  noise  nuisances  from  a 
variety  of  sources  was  received  during  the  year. 

Complaints  received  early  in  1962  alleged  a noise  nuisance 
caused  by  night-work  on  the  manufacture  of  concrete  pipes,  etc., 
in  a corrugated  iron  workshop.  Several  visits  were  made  to  the 
factory,  including  some  late  at  night,  when  work  was  in  progress  on 
the  manufacture  of  pipes. 
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Suggestions  were  made  to  the  management  and  alterations  in 
operating  procedure  were  introduced.  Following  this  an  improve- 
ment in  the  noise  level  was  noted,  and  no  further  complaints  were 
received.  Later  in  1962  all  night-work  at  this  factory  ceased. 

A few  complaints  were  received  regarding  noise  from  boarding 
kennels  and  similar  instances,  but  in  no  case  was  action  under  the 
Act  found  to  be  necessary.

HOUSINC 

Due  to  better  social  care  and  modern  medical  treatment,  more 
people  are  now  living  to  a greater  age.  The  provision  of  accom- 
modation for  elderly  single  persons  and  married  couples  is  being 
borne  in  mind,  and  it  now  hoped  that  two  blocks  of  old  people’s 
dwellings,  similar  to  Primrose  Court,  with  a Warden  in  attendance, 
will  be  built  in  the  future. 

Primrose  Court  consists  of  39  single  and  7 double  flatlets  plus 
a communal  room.  The  proposed  accommodation  at  Effingham 
will  be — 

2 x 2-bedroomed  units  (1  of  which  will  be  the  Warden/ 
Caretaker’s) , 

5 x i-bedroomed  units, 

11  bed-sitting  rooms. 

There  will  be  a communal  lounge,  a communal  workroom, 
and  1 guest-room. 

The  provision  of  a somewhat  similar  block  at  Albury  is  agreed 
in  principle,  although  it  is  possible  that  some  revision  of  the  original 
intentions  will  be  necessary.

The  increased  number  of  caravan  dwellers  has  resulted  in 
more  applications  for  housing  being  received.  The  confined  space, 
inconvenience  and  lack  of  facilities  in  a caravan  are  quite  unsuited 
to  large  families  and  elderly  infirm  couples. 
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Applicants  for  rehousing  are  often  supported  by  medical  certi- 
ficates where  housing  accommodation  is  detrimental  to  health  or 
if  ill-health  or  medical  conditions  exist.  The  M.O.H.  can  award 
medical  points  to  ensure  that  the  correct  degree  of  priority  is  given. 
During  1962,  57  such  cases  were  specially  investigated. 

There  were  926  applicants  on  the  Council’s  housing  list  at  the 
end  of  the  year.

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The  total  of  houses  given  grants  under  the  two  surveys  between 
1959  and  1961  was  663 — a regrettably  low  figure,  showing  that 
relatively  little  use  has  been  made  of  the  grant  aid  facilities.  This 
is  particularly  applicable  to  rented  houses. 

Following  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government’s 
Circular,  the  intention  of  which  was  to  secure  the  improvement  of 
older  houses,  40/62,  this  Council  decided  to  set  up  an  initial  pro- 
gramme of  100  older-type  houses  considered  suitable  for  im- 
provement by  means  of  grant  aid  and  having  a useful  estimated 
life  of  15  years.  A scheme  is  in  preparation  which  it  is  hoped  will 
contribute  to  the  improvement  of  housing  standards  in  the  rural 
district.

HOUSES  IN  MULTIPLE  ACCOMMODATION. 

This  problem,  although  a formidable  one  in  many  large  towns, 
had  not  affected  our  rural  district  until  this  year.  One  house  was 
found  to  contain  six  families,  each  occupying  one  or  two  rooms, 
and  sharing  1 unventilated  bathroom  and  2 water  closets,  whilst  3 
of  the  families  shared  one  kitchen  with  3 Calor  gas  cookers  but 
only  one  sink.  Rents  ranged  from  £4  to  £5  per  week  inclusive. 

There  were  special  problems  here  in  preventing  the  spread  of 
infectious  disease — a very  considerable  risk  in  this  case  with  so 
many  families  sharing  lavatory  accommodation. 

The  Council  were  gravely  concerned  at  the  existence  of  this 
problem  and,  as  a result  of  our  approach,  the  owner  agreed  to 
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discontinue  the  practice  of  letting  the  property  in  this  way  and 
proposals  were  submitted  for  its  conversion  into  4 self-contained 
flats. 

The  owner  also  agreed  not  to  relet  the  flats  as  they  became 
vacant,  and  the  number  of  families  was  steadily  reduced  until  only 
3 flats  remained  in  occupation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

CARAVANS  AND  MOVABLE  DWELLINGS. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960,  is 
gradually  bringing  this  problem  of  movable  dwellings  under  con- 
trol and  enabling  the  Council  to  prevent  its  expansion.  All  small 
sites  and  12  larger  ones  have  been  brought  up  to  satisfactory 
standards,  but  in  a few  cases  Planning  restrictions  against  which 
appeals  were  lodged  and  have  not  been  determined  have  pre- 
vented the  carrying  out  of  works  required. 

The  Fairoaks  site  of  21  caravans  was  acquired  by  the  Council 
in  order  that  it  might  be  laid  out  to  a proper  standard  and  reason- 
able security  given  to  the  caravan  residents.  Previously  the  site 
owner  had  been  accepting  site  premiums  and  had  evicted  at  least 
one  caravan.  No  attempt  had  been  made  by  the  owner  to  comply 
with  the  Site  Licence. 

The  temporary  caravan  site  established  by  the  Council  at 
Pound  Hill  in  1961  to  alleviate  unsatisfactory  conditions  on  two 
private  sites  continued  on  a run-down  basis.  The  number  of  cara- 
vans on  the  site — 27  when  set  up — has  now  dropped  to  12.  The 
eventual  clearance  of  this  site  will  be  rather  protracted.

3 cases  being  adjourned.

The  Bogs  and  the  Quadrant.  Complaints  were  received  of 
lack  of  cleanliness  of  children  from  these  caravan  sites  attending 
local  schools.  These  gipsy  children  present  a social  problem. 
They  often  are  not  up  to  the  usual  intelligence  standard,  and  do 
not  have  the  same  standard  of  dress  or  personal  cleanliness  as 
other  children.  This  is  not  surprising  as  they  are  deprived  of  a 
normal  upbringing  and  home  background. 

The  unsatisfactory  conditions  of  these  families  on  this  pro- 
hibited land,  who  are  often  on  the  move  fruit-picking  and  hop- 
picking, continue  to  cause  the  Council  much  anxiety.  Attention 
was  drawn  to  the  lack  of  water  supply,  sanitation,  refuse  collec- 
tion and  facilities  for  cooking,  and  to  the  higher-than-average  in- 
cidence of  bronchitis  and  respiratory  complaints.  A special  sub- 
committee has  visited  both  sites,  and  has  made  recommendations 
to  the  Council  on  action  which  might  be  taken  to  prevent  hardship 
and  provide  a reasonable  solution  to  this  problem.

All  milk  in  distribution  is  sampled  regularly,  as  follows:  all 
samples  are  subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  pasteurised  milk 
to  the  Phosphatase  Test,  and  any  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  fail- 
ing this  test,  together  with  raw  Tuberculin  Tested  milks,  are 
examined  biologically  for  tuberculosis.

ANALYSIS  RESULTS 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955. 


The  public  are  becoming  more  interested  in  Food  Hygiene, 
and  requests  for  advice  are  often  received. 

The  following  contraventions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955,  came  to  our  notice  and  were  dealt  with  as  noted. 

(1)  A bag  of  flour  contained  a black  substance  which,  on 
analysis,  appeared  to  be  soot  which  was  probably  in  a moist  con- 
dition when  it  entered  the  flour.  No  legal  proceedings  were  taken 
but  the  millers  were  warned. 

(2)  Mouldy  sausages  were  purchased  from  a mobile  sales  van 
on  two  occasions.  The  two  cases  were  considered  at  the  same 
time  by  the  Magistrates,  and  fines  of  £25  were  imposed  in  each 
case,  plus  £15  15s.  costs. 

(3)  An  insulated  electric  wire  staple  was  found  in  a bread 
roll  manufactured  by  a very  large  firm  with  national  distribution. 
Legal  proceedings  were  taken  and  a fine  of  £20  imposed,  plus 
£11  ns.  costs. 

(4)  The  finding  of  a piece  of  wooden  skewer  in  a steak  and 
kidney  pie  resulted  in  a fine  of  £15  being  imposed  on  the  manufac- 
turers, plus  £23  14s.  gd.  costs. 

(5)  A bottle  of  “ Cherryade  ” was  found  to  contain  traces  of 
paraffin  oil.  The  contamination  was  considered  to  have  been  caused 
by  absorption  of  paraffin  by  the  rubber  band  on  the  stopper,  which 
had  then  contaminated  the  contents.  The  matter  was  taken  up 
with  the  manufacturers. 

(6)  A piece  of  glass  was  found  in  a bottle  of  school  milk.  In 
this  case  only  a warning  letter  was  sent  to  the  bottlers. 

(7)  Two  bottles  of  milk  sold  to  a resident  in  Effingham  in 
November  were  found  to  have  greenish  brown  stainings  on  the  in- 
side of  the  bottle — one  to  a considerable  extent,  the  other  only 
slight.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  and  the  bottlers  were  fined 
£5  on  each  count.

Of  the  23  cases  notified  none  was  acutely  ill.  Most  cases  are 
mild  nowadays,  and  complications  are  rare. 

Careful  surveillance  is  maintained  on  cases  and  contacts  of 
Scarlet  Fever  and  H.S.  throats  where  there  is  any  association  with 
food  handling  or  milk  production.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


Smallpox. 

There  were  repercussions  from  the  smallpox  outbreaks  in  Brad- 
ford, Birmingham  and  Cardiff,  etc.  Many  people  who  were  com- 
pelled to  travel  between  this  area  and  the  infected  areas  were  vacci- 
nated, as  were  members  of  their  family  and  many  of  the  general 
public. 

There  was  in  our  area  one  direct  contact  of  a case:  he  and  his 
contacts  were  vaccinated.  Many  residents  of  the  estate  where  he 
lived  were  also  vaccinated,  on  request. 

The  International  Requirements  for  vaccination  of  travellers 
from  this  country  to  countries  abroad,  considered  necessary  as  a 
result  of  the  outbreaks  in  England,  necessitated  the  counter-signa- 
ture in  this  office  of  3,788  certificates  during  the  year. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

No  cases  or  carriers  were  notified  during  1962,  and  it  is  satis- 
factory to  record  that,  apart  from  a carrier  (the  child  of  a travel- 
ling showman)  diagnosed  after  leaving  this  District  in  1961,  we 
have  had  no  Diphtheria  since  1950.

POLIOMYELITIS. 

One  paralytic  case  occurred  in  a woman  of  28.  Type  1 polio- 
virus was  isolated.  Residual  paralysis  remained  on  discharge  from 
hospital,  and  prolonged  physiotherapy  was  recommended.  Her 
husband  and  child  were  immediately  vaccinated  with  oral  vaccine. 

The  husband  of  a suspected  polio  victim  managed  a bakery 
in  this  District.  Arrangements  to  avoid  any  handling  of  food  were 
enforced  for  one  month.  The  hospital  later  stated  that  the  diag- 
nosis was  not  confirmed. 

Poliovirus  Investigation. — In  the  course  of  examining  speci- 
mens from  residual  institutions  in  our  area,  the  Director  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Guildford  examined  them  also  for 
poliovirus.  Types  2 and  3 were  found  in  many  cases,  and  some 
contained  also  Type  1.  It  was  considered  that  the  presence  of  the 
virus  was  due  to  oral  vaccine  having  been  given  to  either  the 
" carrier"  children  or  in  institutional  contacts,  and  was  therefore 
a natural  phenomenon. 

The  full  results  of  the  investigation,  which  was  tied  up  with 
other  Districts  also,  have  not  yet  been  received  from  the  laboratory. 
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TYPHOID  FEVER. 

It  would  seem  that  there  is  now  a danger  of  Typhoid  Fever 
once  again  becoming  prevalent  in  this  country,  largely  on  account 
of  undetected  cases  who  have  contracted  the  disease  abroad.  Dur- 
ing the  summer  there  were  a number  of  cases  in  this  country  in 
persons  who  had  picked  up  the  infection  in  Italy.  One  of  these 
cases  had  stayed  for  a time  in  our  District  en  route  to  his  home  in 
Lancashire,  and  was  showing  symptoms  of  illness  before  he  left 
this  area.  All  precautions  were  taken  here,  including  specimens 
from  the  household  where  he  stayed,  but  there  were  no  develop- 
ments. 

Similarly  three  groups  of  people  who  had  been  in  contact 
with  Typhoid  Fever  on  a liner  from  the  Far  East  were  kept  under 
observation  and  the  appropriate  tests  made.  There  were  no  develop- 
ments. 

A case  of  typhoid  occurring  outside  our  area  had  travelled  for 
two  weeks  in  Pakistan  with  a resident  in  our  District.  Close  investi- 
gation was  made  of  the  latter,  who  also  had  had  severe  enteritis 
on  his  return  to  this  country.  Special  bacteriological  investigation 
of  this  person  was  made,  and  sewer  swabs  were  examined  from  the 
septic  tank  at  his  home  and  also  from  a stream  nearby,  in  order 
to  eliminate  the  possibility  of  the  danger  of  a typhoid  carrier  condi- 
tion. All  tests  were  negative. 

Enquiries  showed  that  the  history  of  inoculation  against 
typhoid  and  paratyphoid  in  the  case  of  both  men  indicated  that 
protection  was  inadequate.  T.A.B.  inoculations  are  not  a legal  re- 
quirement for  persons  travelling  abroad,  but  are  to  be  recom- 
mended since  they  will  not  only  enhance  the  traveller’s  protection 
against  these  diseases  but  will  also  help  to  lower  the  carrier  rate  in 
persons  returning  home. 

PARATYPHOID  FEVER. 

A case  of  paratyphoid  fever  was  confirmed  in  a member  of  the 
R.A.F.  on  his  return  to  his  unit.  Symptoms  developed  after  leav- 
ing this  area.  The  home  contacts  were  all  checked,  and  were  clear 
of  infection. 

DYSENTERY. 

Seven  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  were  notified  at  a residential 
school  for  deaf  children.  At  least  18  other  cases  and  carriers  were 
discovered  during  the  course  of  investigations.  Suitable  antibiotic 
treatment  was  given.  The  outbreak  occurred  early  in  December, 
and  was  terminated  by  closing  the  school  early  for  the  Christmas 
vacation.  No  sufferer  was  allowed  to  return  in  the  New  Year, 
1963,  until  three  negative  specimens  had  been  obtained. 
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A case  of  Flexner  Dysentery  was  notified  in  November.  En- 
quiry revealed  that  this  unusual  strain  had  been  picked  up  in 
Mexico  a month  previously. 

SALMONELLA  INFECTIONS. 

No  case  of  Food  Poisoning  was  notified  although  many  Sal- 
monella infections  came  to  our  notice.  One,  Salmonella  Bredeney, 
resulted  in  serious  indisposition  for  four  days  in  a woman  of  65, 
and  a carrier  condition  in  her  husband.  A particular  feature  of 
this  case  was  that  enquiry  showed  that  all  protein  consumed  for 
three  days  prior  to  illness  consisted  of  cold  bacon  and  cold  lamb 
which  had  been  cooked  previously  and  stored  in  the  larder.  Domes- 
tic incidents  such  as  this  indicate  the  importance  of  housewives 
being  instructed  in  the  proper  handling  of  pre-cooked  foods  and 
the  dangers  of  long  storage. 

An  unusual  type,  Typhi-murium  Type  U.125,  was  identified 
in  a three  months  old  baby.  This  particular  organism  had  been 
found  previously  in  this  country  only  in  Australian  frozen  eggs. 
In  conjunction  with  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Guildford, 
very  special  enquiries  were  made.  It  was  suspected  that  the  infec- 
tion came  from  food  eaten  at  a wedding  reception,  and  detailed 
investigation  was  made  there  into  voluntary  helpers  who  had  pre- 
pared the  food.  Unfortunately  nothing  of  consequence  was  found, 
and  at  the  end  of  18  days  investigation  was  closed. 

Three  cases  of  Salmonella  Heidelberg  occurred  in  one  family, 
including  a baby  of  12  months.  The  home  was  of  the  highest 
standard,  and  no  possible  source  could  be  traced. 


ABNORMAL  COLI  INFECTIONS. 

E.  Coli  055  and  026  were  found  at  different  times  amongst 
children  in  a residential  nursery.  On  each  occasion  the  infection 
was  brought  in  by  new  admissions. 

Both  these  types  of  abnormal  Coli  were  found  also  in  babies 
in  private  families  in  the  District.  Transmission  of  these  infections 
readily  occurs  in  the  infant  population.  In  children's  nurseries 
attempts  are  made  to  allay  dust,  by  careful  vacuum  sweeping  and 
damp  brushing.  Dust  caused  by  shaking  up  sheets  and  blankets 
is  reduced  as  much  as  possible. 


WINTER  VOMITING  DISEASE. 

This  has  not  been  a very  important  factor  during  1962.  It  is 
understood  that  the  Medical  Research  Council  is  setting  up  a Work- 
ing Party  to  investigate  the  subject. 
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OTHER  DISEASES. 


Influenza. — At  the  end  of  1961,  and  the  beginning  of  1962, 
there  was  a good  deal  of  influenza,  although  it  did  not  approach 
epidemic  proportions.  Type  "B”  virus  was  identified  in  a few 
cases  in  our  area. 

Unidentified  skin  rash. — We  were  consulted  regarding  a skin 
irritation,  particularly  of  the  limbs,  which  was  constantly  occurring 
amongst  the  staff  of  a Virus  Research  establishment.  The  condition 
was  most  marked  amongst  personnel  whose  duties  necessitated 
bathing  twice  daily  after  duty  in  contaminated  areas.  This  had 
somewhat  the  picture  of  a similar  outbreak  in  1953,  when  the  cause 
was  traced  to  the  effect  of  the  washing  powder  used  for  laundering. 
The  current  outbreak  was  investigated  thoroughly:  skin  scrapings 
from  sufferers  revealed  no  evidence  of  fungal  infection,  no  bac- 
terial infection  was  found,  and  again  the  conclusion  was  reached 
that  the  trouble  lay  with  the  laundering  of  the  special  clothing 
worn.  No  doubt  the  excessive  bathing  required  renders  the  skin 
more  susceptible  to  irritants. 


GENERAL  NOTES  ON  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  question  of  children  going  into  County  Council  “care” 
when  suffering  from  or  having  been  in  contact  with  infectious 
disease  was  discussed  by  Medical  Officers  in  the  County,  and  a 
code  prepared  to  be  used  as  a basis  for  action  in  such  cases.  Only 
occasionally,  of  course,  does  this  problem  arise,  as  when  a mother 
has  to  go  into  hospital,  etc. 

Another  matter  considered  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
in  Surrey  was  the  disinfection  of  library  books  after  Infectious 
Disease.  A list  was  agreed  where  disinfection  was  desirable, 
although  the  general  feeling  was  that  library  books  were  not  a 
serious  vector  of  infection. 


Disease  in  Foreign  Nationals. — There  is  at  present  no  medical 
examination  to  which  immigrants  to  this  country  are  subjected. 
There  have  been  in  recent  years  instances  of  people  from  foreign 
countries  such  as  Spain,  Italy  and  Poland  coming  into  our  area 
who  have  been  found,  after  arrival,  to  be  suffering  from  tubercu- 
losis. Dissemination  of  infection  is  quite  possible.  There  have 
been  similar  experiences  in  other  parts  of  Surrey  and,  it  is  believed, 
many  throughout  the  country.  Representations  have  been  made 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  but  so  far  no  legislation  has  been  intro- 
duced requiring  immigrants  to  undergo  medical  examination  or 
routine  X-ray.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  number  of  new  cases  remains  low.  The  number  of  deaths 
remains  almost  static.  In  the  country  as  a whole,  the  3,000  deaths 
each  year  occur  now  in  the  older  age  groups.  It  is  essential  that 
elderly  men  with  bronchitis  or  "smoker's  cough"  should  be 
X-rayed,  as  they  may  have  incipient  tuberculosis  and  so  dissemi- 
nate infection  among  adults  and  younger  members  of  their  families. 

The  following  table  shows  the  notifications  and  deaths  in  the 
District,  with  the  corresponding  rates  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
during  the  past  10  years.

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Aldershot:  Every  Monday,  11.15  a.m.  to  12.15  p.m. 

Great  Bookham:  1st  and  3rd  Wednesdays  in  month,  2.45  to 
3.30  p.m. 

Cobham:  1st  and  3rd  Mondays,  9.30  to  10  a.m. 

Dorking:  Every  Wednesday,  4.30  to  5.30  p.m. 

Godaiming:  Every  Wednesday,  10.30  to  11.15  a.m. 

This  is  primarily  to  assist  general  practitioners  to  obtain  a 
rapid  diagnosis,  but  it  is  open  to  any  members  of  the  public  who 
care  to  attend.

The  total  expenditure  involved  in  these  grants  was  £162  17s.  4d, 

The  Christmas  Seals  Sale  raised  £63  17s.  8d.  In  addition,  a 
donation  of  £4  was  received.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  in  con- 
nection with  the  distribution  to  charities  of  a proportion  of  the 
estimated  profits  from  the  Sunday  opening  of  cinemas,  the  Surrey 
County  Council  asked  the  Guildford  Rural  District  to  make  recom- 
mendations regarding  the  charities  within  the  Guildford  Rural  Dis- 
trict who  should  receive  grants.  This  Care  Committee  was  nomi- 
nated as  the  charity  to  receive  the  amount  allocated  to  the  Guild- 
ford Rural  District.  The  amount  received  for  the  year  under  review 
was  £124  6s.  9d.,  a most  valuable  contribution  to  the  Committee’s 
funds,  for  which  we  are  exceedingly  grateful. 
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
